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WE’RE GETTING THAT NEW DEAL 
This nation v oted last fall for a presidential 
candidate who promised to giv e it a “new deal.” 
For abou t six weeks, now, this man has been 
President, and as President he has done a nu m ­ 
ber of things that hav e su rprised u s. 
Once we got ov er the initial shock of finding 
in the White Hou se a man who believ ed in doing 
things and not in simply talking abou t them, we 
began to discov er that a lot of the action which 
is taking place is rather drastic. Some of it 
looks like socialism in disgu ise. A little bit of it 
seems downright rev olu tionary . 
And so, right now, we are v oicing ou r su rprise; 
and if y ou pu t y ou r ear to the grou nd y ou can 
hear a slowly rising mu rm u r to the effect that 
some of the adm inistration’s proposals are too 
mu ch of a good thing. 
Yet the only trou ble seems to be that we are 
slow to realize that a newr deal mu st be — a new 
deal, and nothing less. 
There is, for instance, the farm bill. 
Here is the most far-reaching economic pro­ 
gram ev er attempted in America. The timorou s 
members of Congress who complain that it 
smacks of Ru ssia are qu ite right; it does. It sim­ 
ply is not a part of the American tradition. The 
cou ntry tries new paths. 
And y et, when we hav e admitted that — what 
of it? For y ears we hav e been giv ing lip serv ice 
to the ideal of a “planned economy ”; now it is 
being offered to u s. It may not work — bu t the 
sy stem u nder which we hav e been operating does 
not work any longer, either. 
Then we hav e this scheme for pu tting Ameri­ 
can indu stry o n a 30-hou r-week basis. 
That, too, is deeply and completely radical. It 
entirely demolishes the last pretense of “ru gged 
indiv idu alism.” It su bordinates each indiv idu al 
m anu factu rer to the federal gov ernment in a pe­ 
cu liarly intimate and thorou ghgoing way . It pu ts 
the rights of the worker ju st a notch abov e the 
rights of the stockholder. 
And, again — why not? 
Is an indu strial sy stem which has dropped 10,- 
000.000 u nemploy ed men in ou r laps entitled to 
v oice any v ery lou d protest? Has the way in 
which ou r ev erv -man-for-himself tradition in 
bu siness and indu stry has operated in the im ­ 
mediate past giv en u s any reason tc be fearfu l 


of what may happen if we pu t in some pro­ 
nou nced alterations? 
W hat it all comes to is simple. 
We asked for a new deal, and we pu t into office 
a man who is giv ing u s one. And a new deal 
means 
change, 
it 
means 
ex perimentation — 
“bold, persistent ex perimentation.” as Mr. Roose­ 
v elt has said. It means change. Now the change 
is u pon u s. We might ju st as well stop gasping 
with su rprise. If we hav e any part of the brav ery 
and the common sense and the ingenu ity which 
are su pposed to be traditionally ou rs — we’ll 
forge ahead u nder ou r new deal. 


HOW GERMS WORK 
The ordinary lay man well knows now that 
germs cau se disease. He knows v ery little or 
nothing, howev er, of the m anner in which they 
inju re the body . 
This dearth of specific information is shared, 
in a measu re at least, by the scientific world. 
There are many disease-produ cing germs known 
to medicine, whose particu lar m anner of opera­ 
tion, so to speak, is still a my stery . 
The bacillu s of tu bercu losis is su ch a ’germ. 
Only recently , tu bercu losis workers redou bled ef­ 
forts in stu dy ing the natu re and constitu tion of 
the offending bacillu s. 
It is hoped that throu gh a knowledge of the 
chemical and phy sical composition of this wide­ 
spread germ we will better u nderstand the ty pe 
of inju ry it inflicts. With su ch knowledge we 
shou ld be better able to combat its rav ages. 
The history of medicine bears ou t hope. In 
diphtheria, for ex ample, the responsible germ 
was discov ered in 1884 bu t the knowledge that a 
particu lar bacillu s cau sed the disease, did not 
help mu ch in cu ring it. It did help in prev ent­ 
ing its spread. 
More had to be learned abou t the m anner of 
its operations — abou t the specific way in which 
it cau sed sickness and death. Su bsequ ent stu dies 
demonstrated that the hu rt came from a certain 
poison, a tox in, produ ced by the diphtheria ba­ 
cillu s. 
• 
On the basis of this added knowledge, scien­ 
tists were later able to produ ce a specific remedy , 
diphtheria anti-tox in. More recently , it was pos­ 
sible to dev elop a techniqu e for rendering chil­ 
dren practically immu ne from the disease and 
thu s enable them to av oid ev en the risk of con­ 
tracting the disease.
